Refused to Liberate the Spanish 
^ War "^e-ssol Infanta Isabella. - 


TAMPA. Bna.. Mi>y 8.—Tho dotontlou of 
the Spauinh wavship Infanta Isabella for 
having violatod tho quarautino laws by 
passing the quarantino station afc Mullet 
Koy tho previous niglit is evidently oroat- 
iu{? a stir. 


Yostcrday tho collootor of customs TO- 
coivcd a toloOTim from W. E. Curtis, act- 
ing socrotnry of the treasury, cloolaring; 
tho quarantino rogulations for domostio Ì 
ports waived in coso of tho Infanta Isar ' 
bolla. 


This rolatos to vossols arriving from 
porta whoro yellow fovor prevails, and un- 
less disinfcetod in acoordanco with tho 
regulations and not loss than five days 
•havo olapsod since the disinfootion, the 
vessel shall bo dotainod. Tho teleprara 
was submittod' to Stato Health Olllcer 
Joseph Y. Portor, who promptly wired 
Mr. CijrtiB as follows: 


"Spanish war cruiser Infanta Isabella, 
with 175 inon. direct from Havana, was 
ordered in quarantino at Koy West May 1 
by tho Gtato quarantine oiiicor, whieh ac- 
tion .was approved of by Suri^oon G-oneral 
Wyman. then at Koy Wost. Refusing 
quarantine, tho vessel loft port for sea, but 
went into Tampa bay May 2, running by 
the quarantine station. She was ordered 
baok next morninfi by tho quarantino pa- 
trol boat for disinfection and detention, 
in acoordanco with stato and United States 
quarantine laws, whoro sho Is now. I rc- 
Bpectfully protest against any relaxation 
of Unitc^d States law in this instanco. I 
shall onforeo the stato quarantino laws." 


When detained the officers of the In- 
fanta said they wore In a hurry, as eomo- 
one wanted to roach JaokBonvillo. The 
stato board, howovor, recognized no priv- 
ilege. Dr. Portor visited tho quarantine sta- 
tion this morning and tho Infanta is being 
thoroughly osamined. Sho will bo roleasod 
tonight. 


WASUINOTON, May 8.—Tho action of tho 
Florida stato board of health officials in 
rofuiing to roleaso tlio Infanta Isabella 
was communicated to tho treasury doparb- 
meat. Óeorotary Oarlisl© said that In view 
of tkls aofti-cn there was nothing more for 
Lis dupari:nentitodoiabho matter. His 
dlreocions to tho collector of customs ài; 
Tampa had been to Inform tho state offi- 
cials chat If the vessel were held by thom 
under the allegation that sho was violat- 
ing tho government quarantine regula- 
tions sho ought to be released. If tho ves- 
flel la now boing hold by tho state oillolals 
unaer the state laws that is another mat- 
ter, with which he could not interfere. 


The United States having waived tho 
provision of the quarantine regulations 
through which the Infanta IsabelÌa is do- 
taiuod, it would not bo Burnrislng if tho 
Bpanish government took olìloial notlco of 
the incident and lodge a complaint with 
tho etafco department.

Fatal K^ploston of Dynamito* 


POTTSVILLK, Pa., Miiy 8.—By an explos- 
ion of a dynamito shot at tho Albright 
coUIory, near Llewellyn, yostcrday, ono 
man wae killed and several others injured, 
ono perhaps fatally. Thomas Flood, S3 
years old, was killed; James Lldlback per- 
haps fatally injured, and John Calllí^an 
and John Moraslk slightly hurt.

CHICAGO, May 8.—A serious strike 00- 
ourred at tho plant of the Illinois Steel 
company In South Chicago, yesterday, 
1,9.00 mejQ throwing down tholr tools and 
walking out. Last evening a %ht occur- 
red in tho company's yards, and It was 
found nocessary to call on the police. Tho 
fitirikers for a time stood their ground 
against tho olHoors, but wero soon de- 
feated and driven from the premises. 


Tho mon most seriously hurt wore: 
Jack Shepherd, a maehinlsfc, atruck on 
tho head by a hammer in tho himds of 0 
fltrikcr, severe soalp wound? rendere ' un- 
conscious; Edward Shai^D 
tlker, thrown 
out of machine shop by workmen, body 
bruises; Officer V. Lionae. 
hit with a 
coupling pin, bad out OVL/ right eye; Of- 
ficer Patrick MeGauloy, hit in tho mouth 
with a brick. 


Twenty-eight mon, who ore said to havo 
been loaders of the strikers at tho rioting, 
wore arrested and looked up at tho South 
Chicago police station. They are charged 
with rioting. Thoy are all ignorant Huns, 
Poles and Bohemians. 


The company concluded that it was un- 
wise to attempt to run until tho matter 
was settled, Thia action of tho company 
throw In all about 8,500 men out of work, 
nono romaining In tho yai-ds except tho 
watchmen and the machinists.

Secretary Morton declares that the 
plow used by the American farmer is 
a humbug and an enemy to fertility. 
Said the Secretary: 
''We have im- 
proved our plows less than any other 
implement man uses. 
The plow used 
in Nebraska and other stoneless soils 
impacks every furrow it passes over 
and renders it as impervious to rain- 
fall as possible. 
The draft of a plow 
is downward to such an extent that 
the full force of the team's strength is 
exhausted in pressing the bottom of 
the furrow into a polished trough for 
the conduction of rain down tfie side- 
hills. 
We must have some method of 
tillage which shall stir up the soil and 
subsoil to the depth of eighteen inches 
and more. 
If it were possible to 
loosen the soil and subsoil down for 
three feet all over the State of Ne- 
braska, we could then, with an annual 
rainfall of twenty inches, make abun- 
dant and profitable crops. 
Until deep 
plowing—through subsoil tillage—be- 
comes universal in that commonwealth 
there will be, year in and year out, no 
certainty of remunerative crops. Pro- 
fessor Shaler, of Harvard, estimates 
that the present inefiicient and ill-re- 
suiting methods of plowing, especially 
upon undulating lands, cost tho far 
mers of the United States 250 square 
miles of soil each year by erosion. 
Ererywhere in Nebraslca where torren- 
tial rainfalls are so frequent the side- 
hills mutely verify Professor Shaler's 
theory as to the annual waste of washed 
lands. 
This is a matter of such vast 
importance that I have asked Chan- 
cellor Canfield, of the University of 
Nebraska, to bring it before tha 1600 
students in that institution and ask 
them to try and think out a new im- 
plement of agriculture which 
shall 
eui^ersede tho plow. 
It is a subject 
upon which tho inventive minds of 
educated farmers should bo concen- 
trated, 
A proper solution of the diffi- 
culty will facilitate subsoil tillage iind 
at the same time save both the crops 
and the soil. 
In my judgment tho 
coming implement should spade tho 
land and turn it over, as a man who 
l^ubhes the spade with his foot into 
tho ground and drawing the spado out 
turns the soil upside down by tho 
twist of his wrists. 
Possibly a rotary 
spader could be invented. 
Possibly 
an imi^lemei^t consisting of a largo 
number of revolving knives could be 
made so that in passing over the sur- 
face of the field it shall chop up the 
fioil and subsoil for two feet in such a

This IS tho history of Lhinchi: 


Tho battle 
of Port 
Arthur 
was 
fought November 21, 1894. 
Among 
the correspondents who were on the 
iield was A. B. do Guerville, of the 
New York Herald and Frank Leslie's 
Weekly. 
With him was a Japanese 


and wailed as though ''Bho were heart- 
broken. 
Ho wrapped her in his coat 
and gave her to his Japanese ^errant. 


When Mr. de Guerville got back to 
his tent that evening he found his 
Japanese servant and tho small dop:. 
it was ft long time before he could 
make friends with her. 
She mourned 
for her dead master and refused to be 
comforted. 
Finally ho persuaded her 
to drink a little milk, but it was a 
month before she was over her fear of 
the "white devil." She had never seen 
a foreigner before. 
She didn't know 
what to make of a man without a pig- 
tail, who wore breeches instead of 
petticoats and after they got a bit bet- 
ter acquainted she used to sit and 
watch him by the hour, with a mixture 
of friendliness and contempt. 
They 
went back to Japan together 'on one 
of the troop ships. 
She had been 
named 
Chinchi, which 
in 
Chinese 
means Faithful. 
Sho readily learned 
her name. 


On the troop ship was a great deal 
of the loot of Port Arthur, including 
two camels and a lot of strange birds 
which were destined for the Emperor. 
The Japanese officers tried to persuade 
Chinchi's owner to present her to His 
Mnjesty, who had heard tho story of 
the dog who was faithful unto death. 


morkably intelligent. 
Indeed, she 'is 
an extraordinary dog, and would bo 
noteworthy anywhere, oven had she 
not proved herself a heroine—a loyal 
little friend, faithful unto death. 
Sho 
ii about two years and a half old. 
As 
far as known, she is the only dog of 
her kind ift'this country. 
Even in 
China tho breed is only seen in the 
houses' of mandatins, and they ate 
very valuable dogs of long pedigree. 
The only ones known to be in Europe 
are three which were sent to London 
a few years ago by the English Minis- 
ter to China. 


Chinchi has fine . quarters, and is 
as happy as a lady-dog with such a 
"past*' can be. 
Her 
only grief is 
when 
in 
her walks 
abroad 
she 
meets a Chinaman. 
The 
common 
laundrymen she hardly notices, but the 
other clay she met one of the attaches 
of the Consurs office, and whether 
she thought he was her old master 
or tho meeting recalled the old days 
to her, sho was very unhappy that 
night.

called the night she spent by her dead 
master's side, there on the hills above 
Port 
Arthur, 
while

Chinese troops hurried past, and tho 
noise of battle roared seaward.

photographer, sent out to take snap- 
shots for the artist of the London 
Graphic, who didn't like the noise. 
Field Marshal Oyama had just ordered 
a battery forward a bit, and tho cor- 
respondent followed. 
As they moved 
forward and took position 
on^ the 
ore.st of a hill, overlooking Port Ar- 
thur, they saw a man lying on his side 
in a little hollow of the hill. 
His 
head had been crushed in, and he had 
evidently been dead for many hours. 
They knew him for a Chinese soldier 
in spite of the fact that he wore civil- 
ian clothes. 


"The 
Chinese officers 
and 
men 
alike," explained 
Mr. de Guerville, 
"thtew away their uniforms and weap- 
ons when defeated." 


Tho dead Chinaman had probably 
been an officer, or at all events, an 
official of some rank. 
Just behind 
where ho lay was a tent, which had 
been looted. 


Ncotled up against his breast, in a 
fold of his dead arm, lay the little 
dog. 
She looked up and growled as 
they approached. 


Field Marshal Oyama ond his staff, 
the correspondents and all, forgot all 
about the battle raging down the hill, 
and gathered round the dead China- 
man and the dog. 
The French mili- 
tary attache, Dr. Labry, tried to pick 
her up, but Chinchi snapped at his 
hand and he jumped back. 
They all 
took a turn at trying to pacify her, 
Chinchi clung to her dead master and 
refused to be cajoled or frightened. 
While this was going on Mr. de Guer- 


Mr. de Guerville thoi:ght he would 
keep the clog, but promised, if Chin- 
chi ever decided to go in for a life of 
matrimony, to send back one of her 
offspring. 


And 60 Chinchi came to America. 
By the time she reached Vancouver 
she was on terras of intimacy with the 
"white devils," and didnotmindthem 
much, but when she got to the hotel a 
negro porter, black as the ace 
of 
spades, suddenly appeared in her room. 
Chinchi nearly had a fit. Life was be- 
coming altogether too cosmopolitan 
for her, 
What with *'white devils" 
and "black devils" sho didn't know 
whrtfc to make of it. 


The dfty before they left Vancouver 
she »ud her new master went out for a 
walk. 
All of a sudden Chinchi set up 
a wild yell and vanished rcVj^nd a cor- 
ner. 
Mr. de Guerville followed and 
saw ker xjutting along the street, her 
squirrel tail waving in the wind, while 
far 
ahead pattered 
a little, 
long 
queued Chinaman in a purple blouse. 
When she got near 
the 
Chinaman 
turned and faced her. 
She looked at 
him ior a moment and then, howling 
dismally, ran back to her new master. 
She howled and moaned all afternoon 
and durincr the night when he woke 
he could hear her sobbing softly on 
her pillow, 
Mr. de Guerville 
says 
she was thinking of her dead master, 
the Chinaman who lay out on the hills 
by Port Arthur, over whom she had 
watched so faithfully. 


Mr. de Guerville, who had traveled 
for a number of years in the East, has 


members those cold and lonely hours, 
when she lay there guarding the dead 
Chinese officer whom all his friends 
and soldiers had deserted, she crawls 
into a corner and sobs like a woman. 


Chinchi has a right to be numbered 
among the famous dogs of history. 
She has had wonderful adventures. 


The little brown and white spaniel 
was the special feature of the lecture 
which Mr. de Guerville delivered in 
the Madison Square Garden Concert 
Hall, New York. 
It was carried on 
the stage by tho lecturer, and was re- 
warded witii tumultuous applause for 
its fidelity to the dead Chinaman in 
far away Port Arthur.

Wise men who look to the future 
are gradually availing themselves of 
the present (ionditions. 
The near-by 
suburbs of all cities are being built 
up with inexpensive houses, and the 
eiifect will soon be felt in the problem 
of municipal reform.

HTOIOTROPE FOR INDOOB CUIiTIVATIOTr. 
Although the heliotrope ib a tender 
plant, extremely sensitive to cold, it 
itf'<5ne ofthe best plants for cultiva- 
tion indoors. 
It seems to have few 
diseases, and is usually free from in- 
sect 
enemies, while with abundant 
water and sunshijae and sufficient ar- 
tificial heat it will bloom all winter 
long year after year, and is so tena- 
cious of life that when cut down to a 
mere stick it quickly shoots fortli lux- 
uriant now wood. 
In addition to all 
this, the more the plant is pruned the 
more luxuriantly it blossoms.

HOW TO OHJ A PliOOR. 


Get boiled linseed oil (raw oil will 
do but not so well), writes H, Horner. 
Stir into it enough yellow 
ochre 
to 
make it tho consistency of cream. 
Add half a pint oi Japan dryer; stir 
all well together aud apply with a me- 
dium-sized paint brush. 
Bep:in at 
the washboard and work your way to 
wards tho center 
of room, leaving a 
way to work out toward tho door. 
Keep off the floor for a day or two. 
No doubt some places in the floor will 
bo much worn. 
These spots might 
have a thin coat put on a few days be- 
fore the entire floor is painted and 
oiled, and as they will be rough the 
mixture will be absorbed so rapidly 
that little or no caro need be taken to 
keep off this first coat. 
If it is sim- 
ply desired to oil the floor omit the 
yellow ochre. 
If 
you want a dirty 
brown color to hide stains use two- 
thirds or three-fourths ochre and one- 
fourth burnt amber. 
Either of these 
colors in a dry ¡do vder will do, but it 
is better to buy them ground in oil. 
Be sure to mix well before using, and 
stir with a stick now and then while 
applying, 
Tho ochre alone will give 
nearly the color of new pine boards. 
It fills tho rough places in floor much 
better than oil only. 
The floor will 
wear longer, be smoother and wipe up 
cleaner. 
All our floors are painted 
and kept so. 
They are more cleanly, 
are more easily cared for, are healthier 
and look so much better. 
We have 
no carpets and 
don't 
want 
them. 
Have plenty of nice rugs and mats 
spread about where needed. 
Oiled or 
painted floors should not be scrubbed, 
simply wiped with a damp cloth. One 
gallon oil and half a pint of Japan 
dryer with enough ochre* to •'thicken 
will do a room fifteen feet sqaare, one 
coat depending some on condition of 
floor.—Home and Farm.

RECIPES. 


Potato Omelet—Slice and fry boiled 
potatoes; take three eggs, one pint of 
flour, a pinch of salt and enough sweet 
milk to maka a thin batter. 
Four 
over the potatoes and fry it. 


Fried Hominy—Have a frying pan 
with hot butter or lard in it; put in 
as much hominy as required for the 
meal. Pour over it a very little water 
or milk to keep it from burning. 
Do 
not stir it while cooking, but leave the 
kernels whole. 


Iftfcjminy or Hulled Corn—Shell the 
corn, put it in a sack, tie, put in 
a 
kettle of water with plenty oi ashes, 
boil half an hour, remove, pour out 
the corn and wash until the hulls are 
removed. 
Then return it to kettle 
and boil in clean water until done. 


Fruit Cake (Plain)—Half a pound 
of sugar beaten to a cream, add the 
yolks of four well beaten eggs, stir till 
light, then add the whites beaten to a 
stiff froth, then add one-half iK)und of 
English currants, flavor with mace, 
add a light pound of flour in which 
has been stirred a heaping teaspoonful 
of baking powder, 
Bako in a mod- 
erate oven. 
This ig very good if eaten 
fresh. 


Scalloped 
Tomatoes—Tako 
one 
quart can of tomatoes and Boason with 
pne teaspoonful of salt, half a tea- 
spoonful of pepper, a teaspoonful each 
of sugar and onion juice, and a table- 
epoonful of butter. 
Butter a deep 
dish and sprinkle with fine crumbs. 
Pour in the tomatoes, cover the top 
with fine bread crumbs and bits of 
butter,

hour and a half to two hours.
